No political party could ‘arise upon 
military theories or advance military purposes. It 

is Incenceivable that a dominant element in con-

_ sive American policies upon the military principle 
for the sake of using the army, and gaining some- 
thing by the use of it. 

As a matter of fact, our foreign policies always 
are based upon the assumption that we have ade- 
quate, immediately available military strength. 

e has never been a time in American dealings 
other nations when this assumption did not 
prevail and the unconscious bravado of our ges- 
_ tures would have been delightful if they had not 
been so dangerous. 

For a nation never to modify its demands upon 

other nationg because it is unable immediately to 
” enforce ita demands is dangerous. But to show 
how little we have been guided by our military 
incapacity and how completely we have acted just 
as if we had an army it is necessary only to recall 
u few instances, such as Cleveland's ‘ultimatum 
to Great Britain, the greatest naval power, and 
Noosevelt's to Germany, the greatest military 
power, to prevent foreign agsression on this side : 
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of the Atlantic. 

Our political system not only protects us from 
any disastrous consequences which might in an 
 @utocracy result from the creation of @ military 
establishment, but it exposes us to the conge- 
quences of not having an army by constantly 
operating as if we had one. 

Universal military service could not change the 
character of the American people because a man 
who has had six or twelve months’ military train- 
ing and has been returned to ciyil life is no more 
anxious to leave his business, his work, his home, | 
and his children and risk his life in an avoidable | 
‘war than the same man would be if he had never 
had the training. The difference simply is that 
the training may make an aggressive nation cau- 
tious about giving offense to a country of trained 
men, and, if the offense is given, if the cause of 
war ts found irremovable, the men of the country 
are prepared to undertake the war with the best 
Chances of success and the smallest risks of 
suffering. 

It mr be s hopeless undertaktag to try te sek 
suade the American people that universal military 
service in such a republic as the United States 
de pot mean militarism but merely national 
- security. Hopeless or not, the matter is, in our 
opinion, so charged with consequences for the 
United States that argument to the last minute, 
persuasion and reason, are required from Amer- 
jeans who want to see their country powerful, 


man. It ig noteworthy that the allies are not try- 
ing to annex any of the German heroes.

| SINKS U-BOAT AS HELGOLAND HONORS CREW | 


Washington, D. C., May 19.—The 
world knows the story of Britain's 
fleets—the simple tale of the gaunt 
gray fighting hulks that swing cease- 
lessly in circles, from the Arctic down 
to Ostend, barring effectively the egress 
from German ports of naval merchant 
shipping. Only the U-boats and an oc- 
casional raider have been successful in 
slipping through the steel cordon. 

Although much has been told about 
the high seas fleets, but little has been 
written—and less officially disclosed— 
about England's efficient submarine 
navy. Leaving the home harbors on 
England's east coast, or perhaps drop- 
ping down some Scottish firth, the 
submarines slip into the gray waters 
of the North sea and pick their way 
through German mine fields so that 
they may battle with the enemy even 
within the confines of his own harbors. 

One of the most popular tales of the 

-e 

exploits of British submarines deals 
with a young commander who auda- 
ciously crept through mine infested was 
ters into the very harbor of Helgoland, 
the German Gibraltar. As he allowed 
his periscope to show above the sur- 
face for an instant he caught a glimpse 
ot an enemy U-boat riding awash while 
‘the crew, lined up on deck, smiled a 
greeting to the crowds on shore and 
aboard harbor shipping who were nois- 
ily welcoming the “ heroes” returning 
from a raid on the Atlantic. 

A torpedo from the British eraft 
summarily cut short the celebration 
and eliminated the U-boat as a future 
menace to allied vessels. The brilliant 
phase of the achievement is the fact 
that the English vessel succeeded in 
escaping and returning to port un- 
harmed.

How much respect for the British 
underseas navy is entertained in Ger- 
many is told best in the official British 
narrative, which runs as follows: 

“ Venturesome as the enemy is with 
his U-boats, he rarely allows his above 
water craft beyond the confines of his 
harbors. He well knows that our sub- 
marines are ever on the prow! for him, 
and how vigilant and thorough is the 
watch kept may be gathered from the 
fact that though so few opportunities 
are afforded them our submarines have 
successfully attacked no less than for- 
ty enemy warships. 

“Whiel patrolling between the east- 
ern Ems and the Weser river, a‘subma- 
rine sighted two lots of destroyers. Two 
anxious hours were spent maneuver- 
ing for position to attack, and then, at 
a range ot 500 yards, two torpedoes 
were fired, one at the bow and one 
at the stern of one of the destroyers. 
Having fired the torpedoes, the subma- 
rine dived to avoid being detected, but 
a loud explosion told without doubt 
that one of the torpedoes had reached 
its mark. Bight minutes later the de- 


: 


stroyer was seen sinking by the stern, 


fifteen feet of her bows still standing 
vertically out of the water. 


“On another occasion two armed 
Auxiliaries were sighted in the Helgo- 
land bight, and the leader, the larger 
of the two, was attacked and torpedoed 
and was seen to be sinking by, the 
stern. 

“A submarine while patrolling one 
morning off the Ems sighted an enemy 
destroyer and fired both tubes at a 
range of 360 yards. As the subma- 
rine dived on firing the result was not 
seén, but after the lapse of a few sec- 
onds there was an exceedingly loud ex- 
plosion, which was distinctly heard 
twenty-five miles away. A quick sweep 
around with the periscope two or three 
minutes later revealed no sign of the 
destroyer which had been fired at, but 
400 yards astern was another vessel of 
the same kind. 

“As the destroyer was not actually 
seen to be hit at first, it appeared Hke- 
ly that in reality there was only one 
enemy vessel, but after the bearings 
and distances had been carefully 
worked out this did not seem to have 
been possible. In view of the violence 
of the explosion it is probable that the 
magazine blew up and that would ac- 
count for the rapid disappearance of 
the ship. 

“One of our submarines located an 
enemy submarine ahead of her and 
giving chase reduced the range to 400 
yards. Two torpedoes were fired and 
one was seen to hit. When the smoke 
cleared away there was not a vestige 
of the hostile vessel to be seen.

“The following extracts from an offi- 
cial report of operations in the Helgo- 
land bight lift for a moment the veil 
of secrecy and afford a glimpse into the 
life of one of these craft: 
The hardships undergone during 


stormy weather are terrible. During 


the winter months westerly gales were 
frequently experienced in the Bight, 
and these gales were invariably accom- 
panied by high, steep seas which made 
it impossible to open the conning 
tower hatch. 

There was no rest at the bottom, 
even at twenty-two fathoms, as the 
vessels rolled and bumped danger- 
ously. The seamen got very little * 
owing to cold. 


From time to t time it was ‘neces- 
sary to dive to remove the icicles 
which, over a foot long, depended from 
portions of the superstructure.” 

“Four battleships of the Kaiser 
class were sighted by a submarine 
which was patrolling off the Danish 
coast.
